There arc 
tv>o u ays of doing almost 


everything, and tins is especially true 
of fastening battery and coll term nal 
wire. One way is wrong, and the 
other is to twist the bare end of the 
wire round the terimuul as the hands 
of the clock rmne and then tighten up 
the nut. Tbe reas-on for Ibis is because 
the screw thread is right handed; 
•therefore the tendency of the tight- 
ening nut will be to twist the wire 
around tho terminal tighter than It 
\vas. Should 
the wire be twisted 


the other wav the nut would tend to 
untwist it and it would slip under the 
nut and very likely get a very poor 
hold.
